The  K.  of  H.  Excursion. 

On  Tuesday  evening  of  last  w«*ek  almut 
twenty .  »f  the  meinUrs .  ,f  Excels*.  ,r 
•Knights  of  Honor,  of  this  place  went 
a  grand  exeursiou  to  New  Haven  in  <om 
I>miy  with  &)*out  two  hundred  knights, 
members  of  the  various  Newark  bulges, 
also  from  Orange,  Caldwell,  Montclair 
Belleville  Elizalxth,  Vineland,  Jersey 
City  and  Hoboken.  Tlie  excursion  was 
acc*  unpunie*!  bv  Voss’  )«nd  *»f  Newark. 
On  \\  eilnes<lay  morning,  u|M*n  leaving 
the  boat,  the  New  Jersey  Knights  were 
met  by  aliout  forty  of  the  New  Haven 
Knights,  headed  by  the  American  band, 
who  escorted  them  to  the  Lincoln  rink, 
opjmsite  Yale  College,  where  all  sat  down 
to  an  informal  breakfast.  After  break - 
fast  the  visitors  were  taken  to  the  various 
jtoiuts  of  interest  in  the  lieautiful  Ehu 
City.  At  one  o’clock  a  line  was  forme*  1 
for  a  street  parade,  consisting  of  the 
American  band,  twenty  pieces.  New  Hav¬ 
en  Knights,  seventy  tive  men,  Voss’  bam 
eighteen  pieces  ami  New  Jersey  Knights, 
one  hundml  and  eighty  men.  Tlie  pa 
rale  was  reviewed  by  Supreme  Dictator 
Bloat  of  New  Haven,  the  highest  officer 
in  the  order,  also  by  Past  Supreme  Die 
tutor  Cummings  of  Boston,  Supreme  Re 
porter  Nelson  of  St.  Louis,  Grand  Dicta¬ 
te  >rs  Klotz  of  New  Jersey  and  Hannis  of 
Conn.  After  the  parade  a  special  train 
of  ears  ^u  waiting  was  boarded  and  the 
visitors  taken  to  Savin  Rock,  where  an 
ample  sea  shore  dinner  and  clam  bake 
had  l»een  prepared,  to  which  all  did  full 
justice.  Returning  to  the  city  each  one 
enjoyed  himself  as  he  saw  fit,  until  eight 
o’clock,  vvlwn  the  literary  part  of  the  day 
eujoyment  commenced  at  the  rink,  con¬ 
sisting  of  music  by  the  two  bands,  and 
sjkeeches  by  tlie  Mayor  of  New  Haven, 
and  the  representative  men  of  the  order, 
after  which  the  order  to  fall  in  was  given 
and  tlu-  New  Haven  men  escorted  their 
Jersey  brethren  to  the  boat,  their  band 
playing  Auld  Lang  Syne,  as  we  marched 
aboard.  Reached  home  in  due  time, 
w  ell  pleased  w  ith  our  trip,  and  more  firm 
lv  attached  to  the  order  which  has  paid 
to  tin*  widows  and  orphans  of'  deceased 
brothers  the  sum  of  $15,082,345.04  dur 
ing  its  twelve  years  of  existence. 


The  Public  Schools. 

Tlie  regular  monthly  rm*etirig  of  the 
Trustee*  was  held  at  the  Centre  School 
house  on  Tuesday  evening. 

In  the  al*cncc  of  Mr.  Chabner  Pel«»u 
l*et,  Mr.  Thomas  Oaki-s  was clecte*!  iVes 
hleut  j»ro  tem. 

Mr.  John  Sherman  rep-rted  that 
complaints  were  lodged  against  Alliert 
Lrf^e  ami  AVasliington  Lee  f**r  breaking 
glass  at  tin*  Berkeley  Sch«x>l  bous<*.  and 
that  the  matter  was  settle*!  by  the  j*ay 
rnent  of  ten  dollars  to  the  Trustees,  and 
the  costs  of  court.  Tlie  money  was  used 
in  replacing  the  glass. 

Miss  Lena  Tomlinson  received  the.  ap¬ 
pointment  *>f  Principal  at  the  Beakele- 
School. 

Barnes’  History  was  adopted  iu  place 
of  Swinton’s  for  use  in  Miss  E.  B.  Whip 
pie’s  class. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  on  supplies  it  was  voted  to  make 
contract  for  coal  to  la*  used  in  the  Schools 
the  coming  year  w-itli  James  E.  Freeman 
at  $5.10  per  ton,  and  40  cents  additional 
for  putting  in  at  Berkeley ;  the  coal  to  be 
of  the  best  quality  Lelugh. 

The  Counnittee  on  supplies  reported 
the  purchase  of  a  safe  for  the  use  of  the 
Trustees. 

Whitfield  Oliver  was  re-employed  as 
janitor  for  Berkeley,  the  Centre  Primary 
and  the  Centre  Schools,  and^Josepu  Crane 
at  Brookside. 


Obituary. 

George  V.  H.  Coojx*r,  son  of  Joseph 
Cooj>er  and  brother  of  C.  Cooper,  ticket 
agent  of  the  D.  L.  A  W.  R.  R.  company, 
died  at  his  father’s  residence  on  Linden 
avenue,  at  3.15  Wednesday  morning,  in 
the  twenty-eighth  year  of  his  age,  after  a 
brief  but  severe  and  painful  sickness  of 
consumption.  His  failing  health  dates 
Nack  two  years,  when  he  was  attacked 
with  intermittent  fever.  Since  that  time 
he  has  slowly  declined  in  health  until  his 
symptoms  developed  into  consumption 
five  month*?  ago.  H*>  loavtm  a  wife  and 
three  small  children.  HLs  wife  has  been 
rnfined  to  her  bed  by  sickness  for  near¬ 
ly  two  weeks  ami  was  only  able  to  see  her 
suffering  husband  for  a  few  minutes  on 
liis  three  last  days.  The  deceased  was 
1  m  >m  at  Hanover  Neck  in  Morris  county, 
but  reside*  1  in  »nt< »n  until  three  years 

.ago,  when  he  moved  to  Bloomfield.  For 
tlie  past  year  he  has  conducted  a  news 
and  stationery  business  in  Belleville.  He 
wfis  a  member  of  the(  ParkM.  E.  Cliurch 
and  of  Bloomfield  Lodge  No.  40,  F.  and 
A.  M.  The  funeral  services  were  held  at 
his  father’s  residence  at  six  o’clock  Friday 
evening  and  were  conducted  by  Rev.  Al 
lx*tf  Mann,  jr.  A  beautiful  floral  broken 
column  was  stamling  at  the  head  of  the 
casket,  ujx>n  the  base  of  which  were  in- 
•ribed  the  words :  “Husband,  Brother, 
Papa,  Son.”  Interment  will  be  made  at 
Pompton  Plains  cemetery,  at  noon  to- 
<biv.

Building  Loan  Association. 

To  The  Citizen: 

“Why  doesn’t  Bloomfield  grow  as 
as  the  surrounding  towns  f  ’  It  does 
grow.  The  writer  can  count  up  quite  i 
number  of  very-  nice  houses  that  haw 
been  built  within  the  past  few  years. 
The  real  estate  agents  say  there  is  not 
house  to  let,  and  they  have  calls  every¬ 
day  for  medium-sized  houses.  Our  great 
want  is  houses  that  can  lx  rented  for 
a  moderate  rental,  say  from  $15  to  $25 
per  month.  »  Persons  cannot  locate  here 
because  there  is  no  room.  Did  I  say  1 
room  V'  It  is  not  tine.  There  is  room 
and  to  spare,  but  there  are  no  houses, 
such  as  are  most  desired. 

Bloomfield’s  greatest  need  is  houses  of 
moderate  cost  and  cheap  lots.  It  is  all 
nonsense  to  talk  about  twelve,  or  fifteen, 
or  twenty  vents  a  f*x>t  for  ground,  and 
expect  working  people  to  buy.  But  rea¬ 
sonable  rates  and  small  lots,  say  about 
50  by  150  feet,  with  a  good,  comfortable 
house,  to  lx  paid  for  iu  easy  instalments, 
will  attract  them,  and  add  to  tlie  town 
new  projxrty  owners  and  g**od  citizens. 

We  have  gas,  we  have  good  water,  we 
have  excellent  tire  companies.  We  want 
now  a  Building  and  Loan  Association. 
There  is  plenty  of  land  that  can  be  made 
available,  and  if  young  men,  clerks  and 
mechanics  could  only  get  the  money  on 
easy  terms,  with  which  to  buy  and  build, 
many  would  do  so. 

The  purpose  of  such  an  association  is 
to  assist  the  members  to  purchase  lots 
and  erect  dwelling  houses  thereon  or  pay 
for  houses  ami  lots  already  purchased,  by 
furnishing  them  with  loans  out  of  funds 
of  the  association,  to  be  paid  in  some  easy 
and  convenient  mode  mutually  agreed 
upon,  or  by  redemption  of  shares  u}xm 
equitable  terms. 

The  plan  of  the  association  is  chiefly 
this:  Each  person  pays  in  one  dollar  a 
month  for  one  share  of  stock,  and  if  he 
takes  more  than  one  share  he  pays  in  the 
same  proportion.  Each  share  of  stxxk  is 
entitled  to  borrow  from  the  association 
$200.  At  tlie  monthly  meeting  this  mon¬ 
ey  is  offered  on  loan  and  is  sold  at  a  pre¬ 
mium  and  each  person  who  takes  a  loan 
must  pay  the  interest  as  well  as  the  one 
dollar  for  his  stock.  If  a  member  does 
not  take'  a  loan  he  gets  the  $200  for  each 
share  when  the  the  association  runs  out, 
in  about  eight  or  nine  years;  and  the 
person  who  takes  a  loan,  at  the  end  of 
that  time  has  paid  his  loan  back. 

To  make  a  successful  association  it 
should  have  at  least  500  shares  of  stock 
taken.  All  who  would  like  to  take  stock 
in  such  an  association,  whether  they  want 
to  borrow  from  the  association  or  help 
others  to  build,  will  please  communicate 
with  the  undersigned,  stating  how  many 
shares  they  will  take;  and  jif  enough 
subscribers  are  obtained  a  meeting  w  ill 
be  called  to  form  the  Bloomfield  Building 
and  Loan  Association.

Union  Gospel  Meeting. 

At  the  meeting  of  August  3t»th  Mr. 
J.  D.  Williams  referred  to  the  addreti  to 
young  men  in  the  chapter  read,  front  the 
1st  Epistle  <4  John,  as  an  exhortati®  to 
active,  jxrsevering  effort*  by  all  Chriatian 
voung  men  in  Ixlialfof  every-  good^tfcirk. 
The  teni]xrance  cause  n#4**ls  such  Work 
era,  eHjxrially  at  this  time 

The  next  «]  leaker  suggested  that  pro 
f easing  Christians  should  alxtain  from 
violating  the  Sunday  law  as  well  as  their 
Christian  profession  by  ceasing  to  pur 
chase  Suiufay  newspaj*er*  and  from 
j*atronizing  ice  cream  wagons  on  Sunday^ 
w  hich  was  done  by  some  in  Bloonjpeld, 
thus  setting  a  l»ad  example  to  othefll 
Mr.  Baldwin  said  that  ball  playing  had 
not  yet  entirely  ceased,  and  tliat  good 
citizens  should  be  on  the  watch  to  pot  an 
end  to  such  diversions.  The  law  was 
amply  sufficient,  if  used,  to  insure  a  quiet 
Sabbath. 

Rev.  John  Ward  made  a  stirring  ad¬ 
dress  on  temperance  work  and  Sabbath 
observance.  He  referred  to  his  work  of 
preaching  to  the  prisoners  confined  at 
Caldwell,  most  of  whom  came  there  by 
intemperance.  He  urged  on  all  Chris 
tians,  as  a  duty  to  the  tempted,  to  their 
own  families,  to  the  church,  and  to  their 
Leader,  Jesus  Christ,  to  use  even’  effort 
to  restrain  and  restrict  the  use  of  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors.  To  be  indifferent  now  is 
wrong  ;  to  oppose  temperance  efforts  is  a 
crime  ;  to  promote  thp  liquor  traffic  and 
habitual  drinking  is  ^  sin.  The  churches 
must  arouse  to  their  du*y. 

Mr.  Vandewerken  related  an  incident 
which  occurred  at  San  Francisco,  show¬ 
ing  the  terrible  effects  of  nunselling  and 
thinking,  by  which  a  child  and  its  moth 
were  killed,  and  the  miserable  drunk 
ard  shot  himself ;  anti  that  the  hardened 
criminal  w-ho  sold  the  rum-poison  con 
tiuued  his  nefarious  business  without  re 
morse,  even  on  the  day  of  their  fuc&ral. 

Mr.  Biddulph  referred  to  the  progress 
of  the  work  of  Bigning  protests  against 
further  license  of  tippling  house*,  and 
gave  anecdotes  showing  that  this  was  do¬ 
ing  good  as  an  educator  in  promoting 
temperance  principles  in  the  town  * 

It  was  hoped  that  there  would  be 
large  attendance  at  the  meeting  next 
Simday  afternoon,  Sept.  6th,  at  the  old 
Lecture  Room  of  the  Presbyterian  church 
on  the  Park.  Ever}-  member  of  the  tem¬ 
perance  organizations  should  be  present.
